Both east and south of 
Messines, fresh advances by Field Mar- 
shal Haig’s forces and the capture of 
first line positions are reported. The 
mew advances in the neighborhood of 
the hamlet of Gaspard, which lies di- 
rectly east of Messines and between the 
Rivers Lys and St. Yves and east of the 
Ploegsteert wood, form a direct menacg, 
from both the north and the south to 
the important town of Warneten and 
the road leading eastward towa es Com- 
Ine w.

INGREASE MADE IN TAX 
ON GRAINS FOR LIQUOR 


Senate Committee’s New Rate 
Will Force Them to Quit, 
Say Distillers. 


Washington, June 14.—A prohibitory 
tax on foodstuffs used in making dis- 
tilled beverages, tentatively agreed to 
last week by the. senate finance com- 
mittee, was still further incréased to- 
day, and then was formally written in- 
to the war tax bill. The new rate is 
$60 per hundred pounds, instead of $26 
per bushel, and representatives of the 
distillers declare it unquestionably 
would be effective in forcing suspension 
of the n industry. The section 
as approved also prohibits importa- 
tion of distilled beverages. 

Other liquor tax increases were ly 
proved by the committee today virtual 
without change from the house — sor 
ules. The manufacturers’ tax of five 
per cent on athletic goods, cameras, 
patent medicines, perfumeries and cos- 
metics was reduced to two per cent, and 
a substitute tax on scalpers’ sales of 
tickets was adopted making the rate 
from five to fifty per cent, Instead of 
fifty per cent flat. 

Tomorrow the troublesome income, 
excess. profits and publishers’ taxes will 
be taken up. The committee now hopes 
to present the redrafted bill in the sen- 
ate . early next week.

The provisional government has is- 
sued a decree declaring all acts of mil- 
itary disorder to be insubordination, in- 
cluding refusal to fight, and also in- 
citement to fight against the govern- 
ment. Such acts, says the decree, are 
punishable by long sentences to servi- 
tude in the penitentiary and the dep-

Couneil Makes Reply. 


The executive committee of the work- 
men's and soldiers’ council, in a state-

AGRICULTURE COLLEGE 
TRUSTEES IN ATHENS 


Athens, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—The 
board of trustees of the State College 
of Agriculture met here this morn- 
ing in annual session with Major James 
J. Connor, of Cartersvile, as president 
of the board. Other members of the 
board are Judge John W. Bennett, of 
Waycross; Hon. James E. Hayes, of 
Montezuma; Judge Dudley M. Hughes, 
of Danville; Dr. Lamartine G. Hard- 
man, of Commerce; Colonel John J. 
Brown, of Atlanta; Colonel Robert C. 
Neely, of Waynesboro; Judge John W. 
Callahan, of Bainbridge; Colonel George 
Gilmore, of Warthen; Colonel John A. 
Gasten, of Greenville, and Hon. Lu- 
cleus I. McMullan, of Hartwell. This 
is their tenth annual session since the 
reorganization of the College of Agri- 
culture in 1907. In this short time they 
have organized one of the finest agri- 
cultural institutions in the south. 

From a faculty of seven and an en- 
roliment of 171 in 1908, the College of 
Agriculture has grown untilit now has 
a faculty of 237 and an enrollment o 
752. This is an increase in attendance 
in nine years of 339 zer cent. This 
phenomenal increase in attendance is 
only an index of the wonderful progress 
that has been made along the lines of 
agricultural education within the last 
few years, 

During the year 1916-17 the college 
organized and conducted 4,558 meetings 
for farmérs, their wives and their chil- 
dren, with a total attendance of 423,755 
people. Représentatives of the insti- 
tution touched every county in the 
state during the year, and in some,

county agents did very jntensive work. 
Due to these activities the farmers find 
themselves better informed and 2 
pr r the advent of the doll 
weevil than have been those of any 
other state into which the wevil has 
comé. 

The college has worked assiduously 
for the solution of the problem of food 
shortage. Meetings were held all over 
the state, and posters, circulars and 
bulletins were issued dealing with the 
production, harvesting and storing of 
the great variety of food crops that can 
be grown in Georgia. gta the year 
over 30,000,000 ages in bulletins and 
circulars, containing material of pri- 
mary importanee to our agricultural 
industries, has deen issued through the 
department of publications.

Washington, June 14.—Organized la- 


bor was called upon formally by the 
American Federation of Labor today to 
get behind the campaign for enactment 
lof the administration food legislation 
by July 1. All unions were urged in a 
‘letter by President Gompers to press 
| their congressmen for prompt action. 

| Mr. Gompers said: 

| “after July 1 the new crops will be 
moving to the markets, food specula- 
‘tors will have cornered crops, prices 
will be forced up and the people will 
| feel actual want. 

“Since the war, wages have not kept 
| pace with the increasing cost of living. 
They have remained practically sta- 
‘tionary, while prices have more than 
‘doubled. The only practical way to 
i increase the spending incomes of all is 
to decrease the cost of living. 

Cenfrented by Grave Danger. 
| “A grave danger confronts the Amer- 
ican people; the danger of hunger, 
‘which unless our government takes im- 
mediate and effective action to prevent 
will portend greater injury than the 
threat of the foreign foe. 

“Abnormal conditions exist—the ordi- 
nary checks of competition have dis- 
appeared. Food speculators are gam- 
bling on the people's necessities. We 
must devise new machinery to meet 
tremendous vital needs. We will have 
to establish economic agencies to con- 
trol food so that the people may be 
insured subsistence. The problem 
strikes at the very roots of life. 

“This is a problem that has a strong 
appeal to the whole nation. Legisla- 
tion cannot be accomplished without 
persistent, intelligently directed efforts 
of all. 

“The proposed legislation does not 
set up a food d&tatorship. It does not 
purpose to ration the people, but at- 
tempts to protect the people against 
speculation by rational, practical 
means. 

“In order to secure the fullest bene- 
fits from the Lever bill it must be made 
law before July 1. Every worker who 
wishes lower prices of the necessities 
of life can be helpful in securing the 
immediate enactment of the Lever bill 
The following suggestions are made to 
those who wish to help. 

Write to Cengressmen. 

“Let every trade union, every central 
body, every state federation of labor, 
every individual organization take of- 
ficial action upon this matter and com- 
municate that to your respective con- 
gressmen in the house öf representa- 
tives, your senators, and to the presi- 
dent of the United States. 

“In addition to this formal official 
action let every individual member of 
the organized labor movement write a 
personal letter or send some communi- 
cation to his or her representative and 
‘senator. Ask your friends to take sim- 
‘ilar action, ask all organized bodies 
within your locality to express to their 
representatives at the national capital 
their desire for the immediate passage 
of legislation that will reduce the cost 
of the necessities of life. Present the 
matter to your local government—city 
council, town administrators or what- 
jever the agency may be called. 
“The need of immediate, effective ac- 
tion is demonstrated by the fact that 
the world’s grain crop is seriously be- 
low normal.

MODERATE ACTIVITY

Paris, June 14.—The war office state- 
ment issued tonight reads: 

“Moderate activity was displayed by 
the two artilleries over the greater part 
of the front, quite violent in the region 
of Craonne and southeast of Corbeny.

Local inci- 
dents which marked the entrance of our 
troops into Larissa yesterday have not 
recurred. The advance of our detach- 
masts has been effected without diffi- 
culty.”

_ Indeed, the masses of America are only 
beginning to realize that before the Prussian 
machine can be broken and put out of com- 
mission for all time—which is the only possi- 
ble eventuality.to be considered—the cost 
vet to be paid must be great, both in human 
life and treasure. 

There is nothing to be gained in our try- 
ing to minimize the strength and durability 
of the enemy; and all must admit that the 
Teutonic tenacity and power of resistance 
has been such as to fairly astound the world. 
F. W. Wile, who was the Berlin corre- 
spondent of The London Daily Mail.up to 
the beginning of the war in 1914, declared in 
a recent article that the enemy is still ee 
his fighting zenith.”

sons, reprinted in another column of this 


page, why, as he sees it, Germany is still 
unbeaten. : 

In brief, he attributes the wonderful 
tenacity of the German empire to its per- 
fected machinery for the correlation, solidi- 
fication and concentration of every ounce of 
its resources upon the single business of 
making war. He summarizes his observa- 
tions into concise conclusions, his purpose 
being to bring home to the rest of the world 
a realization of the stupendousness of the 
task ahead of it before Prussianism can be 
conquered. 

Mr. Wile’s conclusions are, ape say the 
least, interesting, and furnish much food for 
sober thought. Too, they furnish valuable 
reading for the American people; because 
they point coldly and unmercifully to the 
enormity of the task ahead of us. And we 
need to be brought to a full realization of 
that. 

We must fully realize the fact that un- 
less we, too, make great sacrifices—as great 
as our allies have made and our enemy is 
making and prepared to make—the war may 
drag on interminably. 

Unless we understand this, and make up 
our minds ungrudgingly to meet conditions 
as they exist and face the situation without 
flinching or holding back, democracy’s days 
may be numbered.

News Writer Gives Reasons 
Why Germany Is Unbeaten 


— 


In an article in The Vancouver (B. Cg 
Colonist, F. W. Wile, an experienced British 
newspaper man, who, up to the beginning er 
the European war, was the Berlin corre- 
spondent of The London Daily Mail, sets 
forth as follows twelve reasons why Ger- 
many is not only unbeaten but, as he sees 
it, still at its “fighting zenith.’ His reasons 
are itemized as follows: | 

“1. All the men, women and children in 
the empire regard themselves as being at 
war and are conducting themselves accord- 
ingly. 

“2 The empire has a government which 
governs with no other consideratjon what- 
ever than that of waging and winning the 
war. 

3. The government leaves Absolutely 
nothing to chance, anticipating contingencies 
and not temporizing with them after they 
have arisen. 

“4 The nation’s food supply; though dis- 
astrously low, has been organized since Nö 
vember, 1914, on a basis which makes ‘eyarna- 
1 impossible: 

„Fallures in public office—miliie c 
3 and civil—are ruthlessly relegated, no 
matter how high-sounding a name or brilliant 
a reputation requires to be sacrificed. 

„6. The industrial classes, realizing that 
their own existence as well as that of Ger- 
many is at stake, are working tooth and nail 
in the national cause, 5 

7. Strikes are mercilessly dealt with and 
broken before they have had time to spread 
by treating would-be strikers and their lead- 
ers as common enemies of the state. 

„S. Despite their failings and disagree- 
able qualities, as a nation, the German peo- 
ple are thrifty, frugal, highly patriotic and 
endlessly willing to sacrifice for the father- 
land. 

“9 The German armies,: after 34 months 
of fighting, are still in occupation, with 
minor exceptions, of the vast territories 

which their superior preparednéss enabled 
them to conquer and fold. 

“10. The German fleet is still intact, nu- 
merically more powerful than ever, capable 


of risking daring sorties into mined British 
waters, and is sinking hundreds of thousands

TO COST CITY $250,000 


| Special Tax. Levy Will Exceed

it will cost $200,000 for material and 
$50,000 for labor to lay a pipe line 
from Hemphill avenue pumping station 
to the Silver Lake army cantonment 
camp site, a distance of ten miles, ac- 
cording to estimates in the city water- 
works department. 

W. Zode Smith, superintendent of wa- 
terworks, will return from Washington 
some time today. He has been there 
consulting with army engineers as to 
the financing of the city’s part of the 
work. 

A 16-inch water main must be laid 
to supply 2,500,000 gallons per day to 
the camp. At present a 6-inch main 
runs from the city limits to Oglethorpe 
university, a distance of three-quarters 
of a mile from the camp site, but this 
main is inadequate and would furnish 
only one-tenth of the water required 
by the government for the camp. 

The plans for laying the water main 
will stipulate that the main be laid out 
Peachtrce road. 

Special Levy Necessary. 

Unless the government aids in the 
financing of the water main to the 
Silver Lake cantonement, it will be 
necessary for the city’s special tax levy, 
which has been proposed by Mayor 
Candler to raise funds to meet war 
emergencies,’ be increased.

1 will net the city $225,000 only. 

his would not pay for the first cost 
in meeting the expense of laying the 
16-inch main. 

Besides the cost,of this main, costs 
of food for hospitals, the stockade, cost 
of food. for live stock, cost of coal and 
other materials has increased material- 
ly, and Mayor Candler had expected to 
take care of these increases in his spe- 
cial levy of one-eighth of one cent.

Extend GayW elcome 
To“ Gen. Peurchigne 


Paris, June 14.— The first day spent 
in Paris 
was a continuous succession of enthu- 
siastic popular demonstrations. 
throngs filled the Palace de la Con- 
corde early in the day, hoping to catch 
a glimpse of the American. Every- 
where the French and American colors 
were intertwined. 

One of the first events today was a 
visit to the Hotel Des Invalides, where- 


| 


Napoleon’s body. In the court of hon- 
or General Pershing passed a great 
collection of war relics. After a brief 
ceremony at the Invalides, General 
Pershing made a formal call on Ambas- 
sador Sharp and was then escorted with 
military honors to the Palace of the 
Elysee to be presented to President 
Poincare. At 12:30 o’clock the presi- 
dent and Madame Poincare gave a 
state breakfast in honor of the Ameri- 
can commander. This afternoon N. 
Viviani addressed the chamber of depu- 
ties on results of the French mission’s 
visit to the United States. 

Paris opened its arms to General 
Pershing and his staff this afternoon 
and welcomed them with an outburst of 
spontaneous enthusiasm, such as only 
Paris is capable of. No conquering hero 
returning home could have h for or 
received such a tremendous reception 
as greeted the American commander as 
his automobile sped through hundreds 
of thousands of cheering people. 


Crowds Almost Frantic. 

Paris, and particularly the French au- 
thorities, had planned and hoped for a 
great reception, but it is doubtful 
whether. the most optimistic pictured 
the almost frantic crowds that all but 
blocked the progress of the automo- 
biles. Men and women cheered them- 
selves hoarse and flung masses of flow- 
ers into the cars. Parisians declare 
that the only event in their lifetime 
that approximates the reception en- 
thusiasm was that accorded to King 
George of England in 1914. 

At the station General Pershing was 
met by a group of French officials, in- 
‘cluding Minister Viviani, Marshal Joffre 

leve and Peltier, 
and by a gr 44 of Americans headed by 
Ambassador Sharp. At one end of the 
station was an improvised throne with 
red tapestries such as is erected when 
royalty is visiting the city, which had
